(MRC) and asked if future shoots could be held at their range. MRC approved the request, the name 
“Illowa Irregulars” was chosen, and and the rest is history. 


In honor of our 30-year anniversary, we felt it was appropriate to select 1993 as our match theme for the 
SASS 2023 Illinois State Championship, the second State Championship hosted by Illowa Irregulars. As 
you read through our stages you will see that the stage titles, starting lines and small bits of trivia are 
(almost all) based on "notable?" events, movies, etc., from 1993.

Brief Club History 


Illowa Irregulars Cowboy Action Shooting Club is the only SASS-sanctioned Cowboy Action Shooting 
club m the Quad Cities area, and one of the longest running clubs in Illinois.

EMERGENCY RESPONSE PLAN 


Camden Mills Cowboy Town, Milan Rifle Club 


1. Take charge of the situation if an incident occurs that may reguire assistance. 
a. Command at incident: “CEASE FIRE! GUNS DOWN! UNLOAD AND REMAIN 
HERE.” 


b. Use one long horn blast to alert all posses to cease fire. 
i. Air horns are located at the end of side berms between adjacent stages (1-2, 3-4, 5-6, 
7-8/9-10 


c. Ifa major injury has occurred, call for help immediately (see #2 below). 


d. Designate helpers if necessary, to include a person responsible for making notes of all 
actions (see #5 below) 


2. 'To call for help 


a. Call 911. If cell access 1s not immediately available, drive towards the range entrance 


1. Most people can reacquire a cell signal at or near the Registration office (across from 
the camping area), but if not continue driving up the hill towards the club entrance 
until cell service 1s obtained 


b. Give the dispatcher all information she/he requires. This will include, but may not be limited 
to: 


1. LOCATION: 9221-51st Street West, Milan (41.4210156-90.637843) 
u. Gender and approximate age of injured party 
ш. What happened/nature of injury 
iv. Caller’s name and phone number 
v. Location of people who will direct help to the scene (see #4 below) 


3. Render aid 


a. Determine level of care and begin first aid. 


b. First Aid kit and defibrillator are located to the right, just inside the door of the Trading Post 
which is in the middle of the Cowboy town. 


4. Direct medical help to the location 
a. Appoint and position one person at each location to direct emergency vehicles: 


1. At the Milan Rifle Club main gate to instruct driver(s) to follow the road to its end. 
u. In the area of the benchrest range 
m. At the gate to Camden Mills 
iv. At the scene of the injury 


5. Make notes 


a. Assigned person from #1 above should note the times actions were taken, arrival and 
departure of emergency vehicle(s), etc. 


b. Gather statements from any witnesses to the incident 
c. Notify authorities if necessary

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Introducing The Illinois Record Stage Record Holder Award 


Illowa Irregulars are introducing a new award at the 2023 Illinois State Cowboy Action Shooting Championship: The 


Illinois State Record Stage Record Holder award. This award will go to one Illinois shooter in each category who has 


the fastest time on the State Record Stage during the Illinois Championship (i.e., sets the state record). Award 


winners will receive a pin (similar to what’s shown on the right) for having set the Illinois State Record Stage State 


Record, and will hold the state record until their time is bested at a future Illinois State 
Championship. We believe this will add a new, fun dimension to our State 
Championship. 


We modeled the State Record Stage after the World Record Stage, but with the 
following key differences: 


1, 


Example State Record Pin 


The State Record Stage uses closer target distances to better reflect today’s 
target distances and to make it suitable for use at a State Championship match. For example, the World 
Record stage sets rifle targets at 54 feet, pistol targets at 21 feet, and shotgun targets at 30 feet, distances 
we felt would be inappropriate to use in a State Championship. Instead, the Illinois Standard Record Stage 
sets rifle targets at 27 feet, pistol targets at 12 feet, and shotgun targets at 18 feet — distances much more 
appropriate for a State Championship. 


Each shooter is allowed to select the gun order they feel allows them to shoot their best time (rifle must not 
be last). This is a change from the World Record stage which requires gun order to be Pistol, Rifle, Shotgun. 


Unlike the World Record which allows shooters several attempts, the State Record Stage will be set up as a 
stage during the 2023 Championship match. This means shooters have one opportunity to set the state 
record — when they shoot the stage at the Illinois State Championship match. This is consistent with most 
sporting events (e.g., Olympic records can only be set during Olympic competitions, etc.). This also eliminates 
the need to video record the shooter as required for the World Record, since each attempt will occur at a 
State Championship, observed by a Timer Operator, and witnessed by three Spotters. 


Just as only Illinois residents are eligible to be an Illinois Champion, only Illinois residents will be eligible to 
set the Illinois stage record. (Non-lllinois Residents will be eligible to set a new Шома Irregular Club record 
during the Championship match, but that will be recorded separately.) 


We hope you enjoy this new competition. The State Record Stage is a fun, fast stage and is a pleasure 


to shoot. Better yet, several Illinois cowboys/ cowgirls will be going home from the 2023 


Championship recognized as holding the state record in their shooting category on the standard stage. 
It could be you and/or someone you know. We also believe there will be some unexpected surprises 
along the way. As mentioned above, Illowa Irregulars will use this stage to establish our local “Club” 


records. We encourage you and other Illinois clubs to do the same. 
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Illinois State Championship State Record Stage Layout & 


Procedure 


Required minimums: 10 pistol, 10 rifle, 4+ shotgun * 


Procedure: 


Rifle will be staged on table, action closed, hammer down on empty chamber (not on half-cock), loaded with 
10 rounds. 


Shotgun will be staged on table, action open and empty, all shells to come from shooters person. 


Pistols will be loaded with 5 rounds each, hammers down on the empty chamber (not on half-cock or safety 
notch), holstered. 


Shooting Order: Shooter’s choice, rifle must not be last 


Shooter will start at low surrender (wrists above respective shoulders and visible from behind). Shooter will 
be positioned at the middle point of the stage, centered behind the table, and will remain in place for the 
stage run (stand and deliver stage). 


At the buzzer: With the gun of choice 


e With the pistol, sweep the five pistol targets twice in the same direction. Holster pistols if not shot 
last. First pistol may either be holstered or placed on table after firing if pistols are shot last. 


e With rifle, engage the rifle targets with two sweeps, both in the same direction. Rifle must go back to 
table, action open and clear. 


e With shotgun, knock over 4 targets, a minimum of 4 shots must be fired. Restaged on table open and 
clear if not shot last. 


Other guidelines: 


Total Time: The lowest Total Time recorded in each category by an Eligible Shooter on the Standard State 
Record Stage during a SASS-sponsored Illinois State Championship will qualify as the State Record. 


o The Total Time will include all penalties assessed on the stage. 


Eligible Shooter to hold the Illinois Standard Stage Record: Shooters who are registered as Illinois residents 
in the State Championship match are eligible to hold the Illinois Standard Stage Record (i.e., the same 
requirement for being eligible to become an Illinois Category Champion at State Championships). 


Impact if the shooter does not finish the match (DNF): If a shooter is unable to finish the match for any 
reason other than Match Disqualification (e.g., gun malfunction, health, etc.) their time recorded on the 
Standard State Record Stage, if any, qualifies to be considered for the State Record. 


Impact of a Stage Disqualification (SDQ): 


o SDQwhile shooting the Standard Stage: If a shooter receives a Stage Disqualification while shooting 
the Illinois Standard Stage at a Championship match they are ineligible to set a Standard Stage 
Record on that day, even in the unlikely event their Total Time would otherwise have qualified as a 
record. 


o SDQwhile shooting another Match Stage: A single stage disqualification on a different stage has no 
impact on the shooter's ability to set or hold the Standard Stage record. 
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Other guidelines, cont'd : 


e Impact of a Match Disqualification (MDQ): If a shooter receives a Match Disqualification at any point during 
a Championship match they will be ineligible to set a new Standard Stage record on that day, regardless of 
their time on the Illinois Standard Stage. This includes, but is not limited to, receiving a Match DQ for having 


two Stage DQs.

| e Updating Records: Qualifying times shot by eligible shooters at subsequent State Championships will be 
compared to the existing state record and updated accordingly. 
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MAYHEM ON THE MISSISSIPPI 2023 - STAGE CONVENTIONS 


All SASS stage conventions/rules apply, with the following additions, reminders, 
exceptions, and special emphasis items. 


Note: MotM 2023 Uses standardized target colors 
A. Rifle targets are blue with an orange outline 
B. Pistol targets are orange with a blue outline. 
C. Combination rifle/pistol targets are half blue, half orange. 


Additions: 

A. All pistol/rifle sweeps may be shot from either direction. 

B. Shotgun targets may be engaged in any order, unless specified. 

C. Stationary/swinger shotgun targets must visibly move to be counted as a hit. 


Reminders: (Just to head off a few of our more “FAQ’s”) 

A. Staged pistols may be restaged or holstered. 

B. Rifle must not be shot last (Indicated on directions by “RMNBL’. 

C. The stage direction “in hands” means both hands must be touching the named 
object. 

D. SASS shotgun rules apply, with the following Exceptions: 


Exceptions: 


On Stage 8. It is strongly recommended that shooters NOT CARRY pistols in 


holsters. If carried, they MUST be cleared before moving back up-range, taking 
extra time and slowing resetting of the stage. 


Special Emphasis; 
A. Any firearm declared as malfunctioning must be grounded. NO handing off 
will be allowed. Horizontal surfaces are provided at all shooting positions. 
B. Any such grounded firearm must be handled/cleared only by the shooter 
after the stage is complete. Should the shooter become incapacitated or be 
unable to clear a grounded firearm, only the T.O. or his designee may 
handle/clear said firearm.

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Appeals, Challenges, and Protests 


Assigned Range Officers are the ONLY persons who may judge a shooter, whether on or away from the firing line. 
The shooter is the ONLY person who may question a call made by any of the Range Officers on the line. 


If there is a question, the shooter should politely approach the assigned Timer Operator upon completion of the stage after 
all firearms have been made safe. 


a. These discussions must not cause backups for an entire shooting group, so they are held away from the firing line. 


The Timer Operator shall politely discuss any discrepancies or questions with regard to safety, penalties, or rules with the 
shooter. 


In an effort to resolve any discrepancies, The Timer Operator should ONLY include other assigned Posse Officials in these 
discussions. 


a. Other members of the posse or spectators are NOT to be included in any discussions. 
b. Recorded audio, video, or photography is not to be used to make or challenge the call. 


The Timer Operator must remain completely objective, review the evidence presented, research the rules, if necessary, and 
make the decision — remember, the benefit of the doubt goes to the shooter. 


After review, the Timer Operator will relate scoring changes, if any, to the score keeper immediately. 


If a Timer Operator’s call is challenged by the shooter or one of the other assigned Posse Officials, they may take the 
challenge to the Range Mater (Count Sandor) to settle any dispute. 


a. The Range Master will politely conduct interviews with the individual challenging the decision as well as any and all 
of the assigned Posse Officials or individuals involved in the initial call, apply the rules of the event, and decide on 
whether or not the original call will be upheld.. 


b. Recorded audio, video, or photography is not to be used to during the review 


Challenges such as questions of illegal ammunition, illegal firearms and/or modifications, illegal costuming, inadequate black 
powder smoke, calls made away from the firing line, and such will generally require some sort of inspection or 
documentation process and should be handled with generous respect for the shooter being questioned. 


a. The assigned Posse Officials making the call should take all of these type challenges directly to the Range Master 
for assistance in resolution. Some of these situations may require additional information from the shooter being 
challenged. 


The Range Master should gather any ammunition required for testing from the shooter being questioned while at the 
loading table after completion of the loading process for all of their firearms. 


a. Ammunition velocities in question should be measured via chronograph. 


b. Adequate amounts of blackpowder smoke should be measured by firing the shooter’s rounds along with match 
supplied “standard” rounds in alternating sequences. 


C. Costuming or equipment should be referenced to the SASS Handbook and RO materials. 


If the initial call is upheld by the Range Master, the individual who was the subject of the original call, has one option: File 
an official protest. 


a. AS20fee paid in cash will be collected at the time the protest is filed. 


b. This official protest must be made ONLY to the Match Director. Once the Match Director has received the official 
protest and associated fee, s/he will appoint a jury to make the FINAL decision. 


A jury of three Territorial Governors, designated Chief ROs, and/or RO Instructors will be convened. 


a. The Match Director will serve only in an administrative role to assure the protest is handled fairly and will be 
responsible for conveying any changes of the shooter's score to the appropriate scoring personnel. 


The jury will objectively research the situation using all means reasonably available to them, apply the evidence to the rules 
of the event, and make the FINAL decision as to whether or not the original call will be upheld: 


a. If the original call is overturned, any protest fees collected from the shooter should be refunded. 


Safety Concerns should be raised first with the Timer Operator (Step 3 above), then follow the process and appeals steps 
described above, if necessary.

Failure to Engage/Spirit of the Game: Willfully shooting a stage other than the way it was intended in order to gain a competitive advantage, not meeting 
the Ammunition Power Factor or willfully disregarding a non-shooting procedure. 30 Seconds. 


Reshoots are granted for failure of props/match equipment; Range Officer impeding shooter progress; or timer failure. 


Reshoots for failure of shooter equipment or firearms may be granted at the discretion of the Match Director (except at annual or state/regional 
championships and above). Only safety penalties carry over. Restarts shall be allowed for a competitor to achieve a "clean" start, up to the point at which 
the first round goes down range. Multiple restarts by the same shooter that, in the judgement of the R.O., are seen to be taking advantage will no be 
entertained as they are not in the spirit of the game.
